The combination has been taking form in my mind slowly and the past few days 
more rapidly.

is pretty rotten for lawyers and for Senators, sut they have done it, can't and- won't 
undo it and we have to. At least try. 

They assume to basic assumptions of the Warren Report. They hav„ made an issue 
of this. Their obligation was not to assume but to investigate. Their investigation 
avoidea what they now say needs to be investigated. Or, what the hell were they doing? 
(I've seen no story that asks this and not a word they* have uttered that says they 
could not have. The opposite, I not have clip ings a year old quoting Schewiker on what 
they are now saying, so they knew the need.) 

This makes them vulnerable. ,J *‘his vulnerability no.; extends to the CIA and the 
government poeple involved in the JPK transfers. I have gone over enough to be without 
any doubc at all.

Jim and I could be 
part of it because of the context we have all been given. °±m is handling the relevant 
litigation for me and I have published the work that ends the need for either conjecture 
or assumption about whether the assumed conclusions can be assumed. 

I'm not going to take the time to round out the perfects pakage we have for an 
effort, nor am I going to sugjest the effort has to succeed. In terms of a promotion 
for iioHHrd' book this can't fail unless the publisher insists in inflating his costs 
by the presence of people who are not necessary. We don't need any flacks for a press 
conference. We don't even need him to mimeograph a press release, should have very 



the total of about .*>100 plus the manufacturing cost of any freebees once Howard is 
near here. The iroom costs, as I recall, J75*00. We car* dradt a release and Ploya will 
get it mamfeographed and distributed, I'm sure without asking him. 

If he declines I'll seek other alternatives, ,.h ich does not mean without Howard.

If he tliinks tlds is a scheme for promoting my own bool: at his expense- and when 
it promotes his booic there i 3 nothing wrong tith it - I'll give him a copy of my 
distribution agreement which will make clear that the more copies of my book^s it seils 
at no profit to me the more acute my problem of replacing any sold. 

Unless Howard's publisher is palying a game of numbers of prints he is scared. 
HowardAs mother says the first print was 7,000, the second 3,000. This hardly justifies 
a full page in Publishers i/eekly or the unkept promise of a Times half-page, is, I 

think, int-jnidated by the realities of solid work in this fi Id, like not being able to 
get Howard on Today. The intimidation is reflected by his not holding a press conference. 
And the lack of exploitation of what I know is .egiibinate promotional material, like 
Specter's refusal to debate uoward at Princeton. 

This is not a sug stion for fighting :itk hi a. itathe :• is it a ki ijf tnat we 

should attempt to open his eyes. 

Until you have copies you'll not know the potentialof the Rocca memo anc? the 
^art— Schweiker adherence to that revanchist, ultra line and dishonesty/ I'll take it 
to for copying Tuesday, when we will be in court. °im won't know the potential of 
Howard's new acquisitions until he has a chance to reaa them. I'll take them to him. 

Howard doesn't know that toward the end of the month we are in court on 75-1448, 
which involves the CIA buti in which it is not a co-dei'eudant. Or that °im has oral 
arguments in early °une in the spectro case. These relevances should be fairly obvious. 

So I think that if* possible we ought want to do thio prior to these court appearances. 

If this is not as comprehensible as I'd lixe I'll probably ne writing more. I've 
just returned ana haven't unpacked.
